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er Tax Comes Up Today 


Slowly passing from item to item, 
the house of representatives on Wed- 
nesday continued its work of consid- 
ering the general tax act, begun on 
Tuesday afternoon. With thirty-seven 
pages to the bill, only four had been | 
passed upon when the hour of ad- 
journment arrived at 1 oclock and 
five more were passed upon in the 
afternoon. The tobacco dealer tax | 
was deferred until today. 

Many amendments were offered 
during the morning session and the 
majority of them were signals for 
vigorous and protracted debate. So 
slow was the progress on the bill that 
Representative Jones Perryman, of 
Talbot county, directly charged that 
an “organization filibuster was in 
progress, with the sole purpose of 
forcing upon the state an extra ses- 
sion. He stated that certain members 
were 80 anxious to see an extra ses- 
sion called that they were determined 
to delay the opening of discussion on 
the tax reform measures until it 
would be impossible to pass any one | 


of tlem before the regular st 
ended, thus depending on the gover- 


ment, introduced by Harrell, of Ste- 
wart, which would have increased the 
tax on collection agencies from $200 
to $350 per annum. Mr. Harrell de- 
nied that he was a member of any 
organized filibuster, but stated that 
he reserved to himself the right to 
offer amendments to any item in the 
bill he saw fit.

Marion, Ohio, August 8.— Warren 
Gamaliel Harding is on his last 
journey home, and Marion, shrouded 
in mourning, peacefully awaits his 
coming. The train is expected to ar- 
rive at 10 a. m. 

Unlike his arrival and his depar- 
tures in other days, when little notice 
was taken of his movements, and un- 
like recently when they were an- 
nounced with rejoicing, tomorrow's 
wfrival will be heralded by the tolling

Manila, August 8.—(By The Asso- 
eiated Press.)—With forty-six Moro 
religious fanatics slain by the con- 
Stabulary in battles in the Lanao dis- 
trict this week, it was believed today 
that the uprising had been suppressed.

Marion, Ohio, August 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The late Presi- 
dent Harding when he left Washing- 
ton for his Alaskan trip confided to 
some of his close personal friends 
that he believed he would never live 
to return to Washington. Brigadier 
General C. E. Sawyer, his personal 
physician, told Marion friends of the 
late chief executive when they met 
the funeral train at Willard yester- 
day, it was Jearned here today. 

According to Dr. Sawyer, the presi- 
dent was feeling “very much worn 
out” when he reached St. Louis, but 
believed that he would regain his 
strength in the rest period between 
stops. However, accerding to Dr. 
Sawyer, he failed in this and his con- 
dition became more weak as the trip 
progressed. 

When Mr. Harding delivered his 
last public address in Seattle, mem- 
bers of his party said they thought 
he would collapse before he finished it. 
It was during this address that he 
was attacked with a dilation of the 
heart, according to Dr. Sawyer. Mem- 
bers of the presidential party at that 
time tried to persuade the president 
to abandon the remainder of his en- 
gagements, but Mr. Harding said that 
he thought he would recover his

More than fifty Atlanta motorists 
have received letters this week signed 
by the Atlanta Safety council, warn- 
ing them that violations of the traf- 
fic laws had been reported to the 
council and urging them to be muvre 
careful in future. If the same person 
becomes the subject of several re- 
ports, from different vigilantes, the 
case will be laid before the police de- 
partment, charges made, ,and_ wit- 
nesses provided to appear befvre the 
recorder’s court. 

These letters were the result of the 
first few days’ work of the vigilance 
committee of the Atlanta Safety 
council, which numbers more than 
a hundred’ representative citizens 
pledged to keep an eye open for traf- 
fic law violations and report them, 
with the license numbers of the cars, 
to the officials of the council. 

“Most of the letters were taken in 
good spirit,” said William Watkin- 
son, manager of the safety council 
offices in the Candler building, “and 
if the effects of the work of safety 
councils in other cities may be taken 
as a criterion, these reports will 
bring about a great deal more eare 
in driving. It is natural, perhaps, for 
a motorist or pedestriar to take a 
chance when he knows no policeman 
‘is watching him, but he won't be 
so likely to break ordinances and 
safety rules if he knows that the man 
in the car behind may be a member 
of the vigilance committee, on the 
watch for such violations.

An investigation will do no good, as the 
prison commission starts out by denying it;

and wardens are interested in suppressing 
the truth. 

The remedy is to be found only in a 
change in our system. To handle convicts 
is to exercise the most delicate function 
of sovereignty. Seciologists tell us that 
more than 60 per cent of the people con- 
victed of crime are mental defectives. The 
warden of our state penitentiary ought to be 
as high order of man as the chancellor of 
our university, the guards ought also to be 
good men. Such a warden and such guard 
cannot be had, or if had, cannot function by 
scattering convicts. If we assemble our 
convicts on two or three farms, we can 
have proper men over them. Florida has 
such a prison—up-to-date tn all respect#, 
with no lash, and no engine and thumb 
screws, ho guards over the gen, whose duty 
it is to curse and smoke cigarettes all the 
day long. Louisiana has three such farms—~ 
all netting money to the state, so Governor 
Parker writes me. 

Some day, Georgia will clean out her 
whole system, costly and expensive as it is, 
with its constant out turn of rapists and 
criminals seven times hardened. It would 
do it now, if the horrors of it could be 
turhed to the light of the sun. 

In the meantime, when a warden says 
convicts cannot be managed without bar- 
barities, it means that he at least cannot 
manaze them otherwise, and so he should be 
instantly discharged.

THE CROSSING PROBLEM. 
“A Gory Day at Grade Cross- 
ings” is the caption of a strong edi- 
torial in a recent issue of The New 
York World, accompanied by an 
even more forceful cartoon showing 


at a railroad crossing a pile of 
vehicular wreckage beneath which 
are the bodies ofehuman victims. 
At the crossing is the familiar 
“stop, look, listen,’’ sign, to which 
no apparent heed was paid. 

Says The World: 

“It is not assumed that the fight to 
reduce grade-crossing fatalities is a 
losing fight. But it is obvious that 
with the multiplication of automobiles 
carelessly driven it is a fight against 
desperate odds. About the best that 
traffic control in cities has been able 
to effect has been ao keep the con- 
ditions from becoming worse. The 
problem of the railroads is intensified 
by the fact that crossings must be 
safeguarded agaifist a form of human 
recklessness which reaches an extreme 
in the free-and-easy motoring on 
country roads.” 


It is obviously impossible to leg- 
islate sense into a senseless person, 
or caution and discretion into a 
reckless speed demon. And yet a 
great many of the crossing accidents 
are caused by blind train approaches, 
or by more inexperienced drivers of 
cars losing control of their automo- 
biles through quick, unexpected 
frights from suddenly realizing im- 
pending danger. : 

Frequently, when directly on the 
track at a crossing, the effort to 
quickly speed off of it, by reason 
of a train approaching, results in 
the wrong control, and the choking 
down of the motor, or a dead stand- 
still from misapplying an emergen- 
cy brake. It is reasonable to as- 
Sume, however, that a majority of 
the accidents are caused by sheer 
recklessness. 

The only answer that is wholly 

efficient is the underground or over- 
head crossing, but while progress is 
rapidly being made in this direction, 
the full realization of such an im- 
proved condition in cross-country 
motor travel must necessarily be— 
by its physical exactions—many 
years in the future. 
In the meantime the more im- 
perative demand is to control now, 
as far as possible, the unwarranted 
toll of human life that recklessness 
and carelessness are exacting at 
crossings all over this country. 

North Carolina has recently en- 
acted a law making it a misde- 
meanor to cross a railroad track

without first bringing the car to a 
full stop, thus enabling the driver 
to see any approaching peril. At 
every grade crossing the driver is 
confronted with “‘stop,” in the name 
of the law, reciting the law, and the 
penalty of violation. It is working 
well in that state—not stopping the 
horrible toll of crossing accidents, 
of course, but materially reducing 
them. Any reduction helps a seri- 
ous Situation. 

The Constitution has had its 
doubts. as to the practicability of 
making any driver stop by law who 
was not sufficiently endowed with 
carefulness to stop in the interest 
of his own safety, and especially in 
the necessary absence of enforce- 
ment officials. But public senti- 
ment strongly behind a law can 
largely influence general respect for 
it, and such a respect is being 


‘Shown by the people of that state, 
.and through them by the thousands 
‘of tourists who are .weekly using 


the Carolina roads. 

No grade crossing law should be 
enacted that would absolve rail- 
roads, whether operated by electric 
or steam power, from their respon- 
sibilities fn the premises. Trains 
are supposed to blow at crossings, 
and to meet other requirements for 
safety different in different states, 
but railroads are as anxious for the 
elimination of the crossing accident 
as is the public. Wherever they do 
fail to comply with law, and acci- 
dents result, they should be held 
to accountability, but it would not 
do to go to the extreme as suggest- 
ed by Judge W. H. Fisher, of Greens- 
boro, in a communication published 
elsewhere on this page. To require 
a train to come practically to a 
standstill at every railroad crossing 
would be to cause an unnecessary 
slow-down in the movement both of 
the interstate and intrastate traffic. 

But these features can be satis- 
factorily adjusted to sane law that 
will serve to arouse the legal duty 
of travelers in observing proper pre- 
cautions; and as a foundation the 
North Carolina law is cited as an 
example of growing legislative con- 
cern’in this great problem of traf- 
fic safety. 

In this day of enlarged motor 
travel, with thoroughfares and_high- 
ways crowded with moving auto- 
mobiles, the menace of the reckless 
driver is too great for oublié indif- 
ference. 

Every effort should be made to 
bring. the automobile driver to a 
realization of his or her individual 
responsibility in helping to better 
these conditions.

Gasoline and Its Dangers 


At an ordinary temperature gaxo- 
line gives off vapor. When this gas 
is mixed with air in the proportion 
of 1 1-4 to 8 parts of gas to 100 paris 
of the air the mixture is highly ex- 
plosive. The vapor is heavier .than 
air and settles near the floor. Open- 
ing a window will not always cleer 
the atmosphere. 

There is always danger in clean- 
ing clothing with gasoliue in the 
home.

from flames and sparks, Krequenily 
the friction of the clothing, especial- 
ly silk, wool or fur will generate a 
spark that will cause an explosion.

SPLITTING HAIRS. 

Hair grows on thescalp at the rate 
of about half an inch a month, the 
rate being slightly greater in summer 
than in winter. 

The hair is continually falling, too, 
more’s the pity. The life of a hair 
on the human head is from two to 
four years. Fortunately, for most of 
us, or for the young ’uns, anyhow, not 
all the hairs fall cut at the same time, 
but one here and there, and for years 
and years of falling hairs are prompt- 
ly replaced by new ones. After a time, 
for some of us, the old ’uns at any 
rate, the hair begins to fall out in 
large numbers together, and _ then 
nothing I know of is worth much to 
keep them in except a cigar box. Let 
us find what cheer we can in the 
knowledge that a hair once grown 
lives from two to four years. How 
much better that is than the eyelash- 
es, which have a life of only four or 
five months. It takes three or four 
months to grow a_ fingernail, and 
tivice as long to grow a toenail. The 
nails and the hair are much the same 
material. All of this applies to men. 
A woman probably has some secret 
method of her own, for if a hair 
grows only six inches a year and falls 
outinfour years, how come some of 
the fair sex have hair three feet long? 

The splitting of hairs generally in- 
dicates some _ interference with the 
nutrition of the hair, either a scalp 
disease, impaired general health, or 
harm done by the use of hot curling 
irons or drying with hot air blasts or 
the injurious practice of singeing or 
crimping or other unnatural treatment 
of the hair. Women who have a 
habit of thrusting sharp-pointed hair- 
pins through the hair coils ruin, per- 
haps, a dozen hairs at each thrust. 
In some instances the long hairs tend 
to split or the sealp is too dry. This 
latter factor should be prevented by 
the application to the scalp (not to 
the hair) of a few drops of a suitable 
oil after every shampoo or every few 
days, if necessary. The most desira- 
ble oil for this purpose—and an ex- 
reellent slicker for the hair for those 
youths who yearn to outvalentine Ru- 
dolph—is oil of sesame, which is also 
known as teel oj! and benne oil. This 
oil has the virtue of not clogging the 
skin, and is, therefore, a good skin oil, 
when the skin is too-dry or irritable. 
Like other oils, it will become rancid 
in time; therefore, a small quantity 
is sufficient to purchase; a little ben- 
zoin may be added to preserve the oil:

Of Twins Born 


— 


Nine sets of triplets and 908 sets 
of twins were born in Georgia in 
1922, as shown by the birth records 
of the state bureau of. vital statistics. 
The last report of the census brreau 
shows a rate for the birth registra- 
tion area of 11.7 for 1920. while 
Georgia's rate for 1922 was 13.1 per 
1.000 birdéhs. The leading states, 
according to this census report. were 
South Carolina with 14.8, North 
Carolina with 14.4, Virginia 14.1, 
Minneapolis 15, **tah 12. with the 
other states showing a decline rate to 
as low as 8.8 in Vermont. Georgin’s 
rate for 1922 was 13.1 and if the 
two years be compared, Georgia stands 
with the fourth highest plural rate 
in the United States. | 

Of the twins 538 sets were white 
and 369 negroes. Three sets of trip- 
lets were white and six negro. The 
plural birth rate among the whites 
was 11.3 and among the negroes 14.7 
per 1,000 births. 

Of the twins 930 were boys and S74 
girls, showing 1,064 boys to 1,000 
girls, while the total birth record 
shows 1.058 bovs to 1,000 girls. Of 
the triplets, 17 were girls and 10 
bors. 

The nine sets of triplets were re- 
norted from Baldwin, Campbell. Cow- 
eia. Fannin, Fulton, Houston, Lau- 
rens, Lowndes and Bitchell coun- 
ties. 

Twins were reported from all of the 
160 counties in the state except seven,

Rickard nodded his head. “Go 
ahead, get all you can, but you must 
stop your journey in the bush towns 
before August 15.” The New Yorker 
filed no objection to the South Amer- 
lean meeting the opponents’. the 
astute Billy McCarney had lined up 
for him until he saw the name of 
Charley Weinert, born in Austria. on 
the list. 

The Tom Cowlers, Homer Smiths, 
Toe Downeys, Gunboat Smiths and 
others listed as the opponents Firpo 
would try to push over while marking 
time for his month of real training 
before the titular scrap brought only 
a laugh from Tex Rickard. But there 
was a different story when Rick- 
nard’s eyes fell upon the last name on 
the list—Charley Weinert. 

Rickard has a_ hair-trigger busi- 
ness brain when it comes to doing big 
things in boxing. Evidently, he rea- 
‘soned that Mr. Weinert, who two 
years ago was a real contender for 
the heavyweight title, might subtract 
at least a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars from his Dempsey-Firpo $1,000,- 
000 fight drama by outpointing the 
challenger or by making him look as 
clumsy as a truck horse at Saratoga 
when they meet in the Phillies’ ball 
‘park next Monday night. 

Came a suggestion from the alert 
Rickard. It was along the lines that 
Firpo should not take chances with 
an opponent of Weinert’s experience. 
He tried his mightiest to have Firpo 
cancel his bout here, according to re- 
ports from New York. 

Firpo listened to the Rickard rea- 
soning for a minute and through his 
interpreter replied that he had pre- 
viously signed a contract for the 


Weinert tilt and that he could not, 
nor would he, withdraw at this time. 
Posts Forfeit to Appear. 

What doubt existed about Firpo 
appearing here was eliminated yester- 
day when a certified check for $1,000, 
guaranteeing the appearance of the 
Argentine giant, was turned over to 
a local stakeholder. 

Firpo realizes he is being well paid 
for his fistic debate with Weinert 
and is more confident than Rickard 
that he will have no trouble beating 
the Newark Adonis. Promoters Tay- 
lor and Gunnis guaranteed the South 
American a sum said to be $20,000. 
Evidently, Firpo is not going to let 
Rickard stand between him and an- 
other twenty grand. 

“Rickard’s fears appear to be justi- 
fied,” said Herman Taylor yesterday. 
“Even admitting that Weinert may 
have slipped a little in the last year 
he is still a man to be feared. This 
will be the first time Firpo has been 
pu: to the test against a man with 
an educated left hand, who combines 
hitting ability and boxing skill. The 
Argentine giant has made his reputa- 
tion against lumbering, awkward op- 
ponents, none of whom is rated as 
a sharpshooter when it comes to hit-. 
ting. It looks as if Firpo is in for a 
busy eight rounds of it.” 

When asxed about the efforts made 
to have Firpo cancel the Weinert 
bout, Taylor pointed to the South 
American's contract and declared the 
Argentine giant has assured him that 
he will positively fight here next 
Monday night. 

In the meantime Tex Rickard wil 
continue on the anxious bench until 
the South American opponent for 
Dempsey clears the Weinert hurdle.

Used Teeth on Walcott. 

Mysterious Billy Smith was the one 
welterweight who could beat Walcott. 
He was the roughest fighter on rec- 
ord. The trick that particularly dis- 
heartened Walcott when they fought 
was one that Mysterious Billy in- 
vented especially for Walcott. Smith 
would let Walcott plunge in, head 
down, and suddenly drop his face on 
top of Walcott’s head, with his mouth 
wide open. 

To the referee and spectators it 
looked as if Walcott was butting 
Smith, but to Walcott it seemed that 
Smith was biting at the top of his 
head. Smith had strong teeth, and 
sharp. It got Joe's goat. 

e Lavigne-Smith fight was for 
the world welter’s crown. It was a 
whale of a fight, with Lavigne rush- 
ing in furiously, round after round, 
and Mysterious Billy cleverly boxing 
and waiting for a sure opening. 

At last, as Lavigne rushed, Smith 
caught him on the chin with a terrific 
uppercut that lifted him from his 
feet, and a moment later knocked La- 
vigne down with a _hard-driven 
straight right cross on the chin. 

In an instant Smith dropped his 
defensive tactics and went tearing in 
for a knockout. He dropped Lavigne 
several times. ‘Tough as steel and 
game as a Ghourka, Lavigne came 
up again, until he was standing, eyes 
closed, arms ewinging at his sides, 
absolutely helpless but still trying to 
lift his hands fo hit. 


Gave Corbett 30 Pounds. 


Lavigne’s brother tossed in the 
sponge. Acknowledging defeat was so 
far from Lavigne’s mind that he didn’t 
speak to nis brother for two years 
afterward. 

Lavigne was a great champion and 
the gamest thing on two legs. But 
that didn't save him -from being 
knocked out by a welterweight cham- 
pion. 

There were other instances, of 
course. Frank Erne, clever and fast 
as Benny ever was, lightweight cham- 
pion, tried to take the welter title 
— Rube Ferns, and was knocked 
out. 

Joe Gans, at his best, fought Wal- 
cott a draw when Walcott held the 
welter title, and at that time Gans 
was not far from the welterweight 
limit himself. 

Champions in other classes have 
nearly always failed to whip cham- 
pions of bigger bulk. The one bril- 
liant exception was Bob Fitzsimmons. 
who was middleweight champion and 
weighed about 150 pounds when he 
gave Jim Corbett thirty pounds and 
a thrashing. 

Benny Leonard tried a couple of 
times to take the welter title awar 
from Jack Britton. All he got was 
a boxing lesson. Britton was the 
only fighter who ever made Benny 
look like a novice. It doesn’t look 
as if Benny will be able to handle 
he man who off-set Britton’s skill 
and beat him with very little trouble. 

Rickard’s Trials With Benny. 

Meanwhil Benny has his hands full 
with the Charlie White match. 
Leonard-White affair throws an in- 
teresting sidelight on the New York 
boxing politics. Rickard had White 
and Leonard matched last year. He 
advanced some money on the fight. 
paid out advanced expenses and had 
spent ‘about $15,000 on the affair 
when it was postponed because Leon- 
ard wasn’t in shape. Rickard was as- 
sured that Leonard would take on 
White as soon as he had recovered. 
Some months later Billy Gibson told 
Rickard he’d like to “pick up a cou- 
ple of easy marks” for Leonard to 
get him in shape for White, as he 
had been out of the ring so long. 
Rickard consented, 

Leonard was matched with Pinkey 
Mitchell in Chicago — the famous 
“charity” bout in which Leonard got 
nearly all the money and $24 went 
to the “charity.” Shortly afterward 
out came the announcement. that 
Leonard was matched with Tendler 
at the Yankee ball park. 

Naturally, Rickard raved. He 
wanted to know if Gibson considered 
Tendler an “easy mark.” Then he 
went to the boxing commission to 
have his Leonard-White contract en- 
forced and Leonard ordered to fight 
White before he met Tendler. 

Sometimes the boxing commission is 
very, very rigid about even the small- 
est details. And sometimes it isn't.

~ From the dim east room and its 
heavy-scented flowers, the dead presi- 
dent’was borne out into a day bright 
with sunshine. The clear pealing of a 
trumpet sent long lines of steel flash- 
ing to salute; a moment later it 
marshalled the ordered array of sol- 
diers, sailors and marines down the 
leng avenue to the capitol, with John 

Yershing riding ahead in command. 
his only actual command since the 
first division, home from France. 
trudged westward over this same 
route in victory. 

Band by band, the old hymns of 
courage and devotion rose in the still 
fir as they passed. Rank by rank, 
in khaki, blue or white, the sturdy 
youngsters who served the flag moved 
by, their sabers and bayonets glitter- 
ing in the sun, their dull-hued guns 
roiling slowly. A tolling church bell, 
Swinging with solemn, slow stroke, 
pierced the harmonies of the bands at 
ntervals; distant minute guns from 
Fort Myer, across the TDPotomace.

Flanked by its hunor guard of high 
generels and admirals the heavy cas- 
ket was carried slowly to its place, a 
single wreath of bright colors resting 
above the quiet sleeper. ‘Then from 
the senate side the erect, slender figure 
of the sorrowful widow movee with 
her escort of those who served most 
intimately with the dead chieftain to 
a place near the head of the bier. 
Her face was almot invisible behind 
the black veil she wore, but no man 
who saw her carriage could doubt the 
courage that had brought her there, 
or the bitter woe that filled her heart. 


Service Striking. 


The religious services were striling 
in their simplicity agerinst the back- 
ground of military pomp and gran- 
deur given by the funeral parade. 
Just the short prayers, the murmuring 
of low voices joinec in the old, old 
words of the Lord’r prayer, the scrip- 
ture readings and the blending of 
voices of a male quartette in the same 
hymn that marked this funeral every- 
where, “Lead Kindly Light,” the 
hymn best beloved by the dead presi- 
dent, and at the end, “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” with its message of 
Christian resignation. 

Hardly a word of the invocation, 
spoken by Dr. A. Freeman Anderson 
of the Baptist church President and 
Mrs. Harding attended in Washing- 
ton, or the later plea for divine mercy 
made by Dr. ames Montgomery, 
chaplain of the house, reached 
through the chamber. Jealous echoes 
from the circling walls caught up the 
voices and made the words inaudible. 
But every word of the old hymns, in 
the chanting voices of the singers, 
came clearly, and the organ-like 


and touching effect under the vaulted 
roof. Tears flowed freely everywhere 
among the still audience as the last 
chord died lingeringly away far above. 

That was all—save the benediction. 
It was as simple as Warren Harding 
himself would have it, for he made no 
parade of his trust in the goodness of 
God. And, too, as he had given him- 
self in life to the services of .the peo 
ple of his country, he was given now 
in death for a brief hour that they 
might see him, sleeping so peacefully 
in that great casket to which tender 
hands had confided him beside the far 
Golden Gate a week ago. 

When Mrs. Harding had gone, and 
with her the sympathy and the bless- 
ings of those who had briefly glimpsed 
her triumph over her own sorrow, the 
new president and his cabinet, the 
diplomats and generals and admirals 
all filed slowly out, the great cham- 
ber was cleared except for the armed 
sentries about the bier, and the oth- 
ers who quickly carried away the 
chairs and set long lines of floral 
offerings in place to,form a broad 
aisle from east to west across ,the 
stone floor. Then the flag was gent- 
ly drawn back, the heavy steel of the 
cover was set aside, and those who 
knew him in life saw again the face 
of Warren Harding. 

Face Is Tranquil. 

It was a peaceful face, untouched by 
the ravages of his brief illness. ‘The 
broad brow was “tranquil, and save 
for the slight pallor death always 
brings, he might have been asleep 
there for a moment of rest, to rouse 
again when duty called. It hardly 
seemed that the spirit could have fled; 
that the lids would not lift presently 
to show the. kindly, thoughtful eyes 
beneath. There was very little of 
death about him and much of peace 
and rest. ' 

The eastern doors were thrown open 
again and waiting at the foot of the 
Mong stairway, between ranks of sol- 
diers and other guards, a mile-long 
column of people stretched—through 
the hot sunlight to wind away out 
of sight beyond the distant trees 
across the plaza. They had been rank- 
ed four abreast and at the word, came 
trooping slowly up to pass with only 
the soft rustling of footsteps to mark 
their coming and going down the flow- 
er-woven corridor that had been made 
for them. The hushed human tide 
flowed by on both sides of the casket 
and each gazed down just a moment 
before moving on to the west door 
and thus to the streets far down 
bervond the wide grounds. 

There were men and women from 
all the states. of the union in that 
endless column. There were those 
from almost every nation in the world. 

They were of all faiths and of all 
parties and of many colors. They 
were dressed in all styles. They were 
a cross section of the mighty people 
for whom the man they honored free- 
ly gave his life. 

Sometimes there came one - who 
dropped a single flower on the coffin 
as he passed, and the watchful guards 
gently removed it after the giver had 
gone by. Some came with weepinc: 
some lifted little children 
urms fo glimpse that ealm. dead face 
beneath the glass. All came in rev- 
erent silence. 


soldiers and sailors and marines who 
seized the opportunity of their brief 
rest between the ceremonies that re- 
quired their seryice to add hours of 
waiting and miles of slow marching 
to the miles the day already had 
meant for them. They alone passed 
with caps or jaunty white hats ir

‘'mander-in-chief a rigid salute as he 


walked in soldierly erectness past the 
casket. There came also to salute 
groups of Boy Scouts § and there 
moved in the long lines policemen in 
uniform but off duty, firemen, mo- 
tormen, conductors, chauffeurs and a 
score of others whose uniforms told 
their calling, 

When the moment came that must 
see the doors closed again, more than 
35,000 persons had passed through 
that corridor of flowers, it was es- 
timated, and as many more were 
turned back disappointed after hours 
in the slow-moving lines. But the 
departure for Marion could not wait 
and the great doors were sbut. 
‘*By now the softer light of early 
evening filled the great plaza outside. 
And with it came the troops again to 
line the short, straight way to the 
station with a double rank of armed 
men on each side of the avenue. The 
mounted troops were back in line be- 
fore the great stairway, the caisson 
waiting, the little block of the crew 
of the presidential yacht, Mayflower, 
stood with grounded arms to join 
the last eseort of the dead, the army 
band held its instruments ready. 

“‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

President Coolidge and the cabi- 
net officers and the admirals and 
generals of the honor guard came 
again in motor cars to enter the ro- 
tunda for a few minutes, then the 
casket was borne out and down to 
the caisson while the troopers raised 
their sabers in salute and the or- 
dered rows of the guns ranked be- 
hind them showed every figure erect 
in saddle or on limber. Again the 
slow music of the band marked the 
slow progress of the casket, playing 
“Nearer, My God, To Thee.”

Tribute 
will be paid the late president by 
Governor Clifford Walker, Mayor 
Sims and many other prominent At- 
lantans and Georgians. ‘The regular 
Howard program will be suspended, 
Manager Kingsmore of the Howard 
announced, and the house will be 
turned over to the memorial service 
committee from the chamber of com- 
merce. | 

Fort to Fire Salute. 


Mayor Sims, upon the request of 
the committee, is preparing a procla- 
mation urging that business activity 
in the city: be discontinued from 2 
until 3:30 o’elock, the hours of the 
funeral. All city departments have 
been orderd closed for the afternoon. 

Captain Nelson, adjutant at Fort 
McPherson, stated Wednesday that 
21 guns would be fired at noon Fri- 
day as a salute to the late com- 
mander-in-chief. 

In addition to issuing orders for 
all state activity to cease during the 
hour of the funeral, Governor Wal-

Senator Kenneth D. MeKellar, of | 
Tennessee, is no longer a practical | 
| joker. LTle used to be, but he was | 
cured at a very tender age. 

In the little Alabama town in which ' 
McKellar was brought up, there was, | 
among other things, * saloon. Five | 
miles away was a river landing in | 
charge of a man named Watts. who | 
had a wife and nine children. Watts 
used to ride his horse into the vil- 
lage every Saturday afternoon, hitch 
him to a limb in the gravevard and 
adjourn to the saloon. There he 
stayed until he got drunk, when he 
would stagger out, with much diffi- 
culty, mount the horse and ride home. 

The local gossip was that whenever 
he returned home he beat his wife and 
children. McKellar and some of his | 
associates decided that they would | 
teach Watts a lesson. Each boy bor- | 
rowed a sheet from home, two brooms 
and a pair of pillow cases. The whole 
crowd camped in the graveyard the 
next Saturday night and waited for 
Watts.

Montreat, N. C., August 8.— 
Dr. Luther A. Weigle, of Yale 
university, tells perents at Mon- 
treat, N. C., Sunday schoc! ~»- 
ference of Southern Presbyterian 
church how to train their children 
to tell the truth 

“Call a lie a, lie, not a fib or a 
whopper or a story.” This is 
one of the rules laid down by Lu- 
ther Allen Weigle, Phy. D., pro- - 
fessor of religious education, Yale 
university, for teaching children 
respect for the truth. “But I can- 
not call my child a liar,” one doting 
parent had protested to Dr. Wei- 
gle. “No one wants you to. . A 
liar is a person of a fixed habit 
of mind and action. A lie is one 
detached statement.”’ 

“There are nine kinds of lies 
which children tell,” continued Dr. 
Weigle. ‘The first four are more 
or less unconscious ~ falsehoods. 
First, a child may not have accu- 

r rately seen or grasped the situa- 
tion and may be describing it as. 
it seented to him.’ | 

“Secondly, a child often fails. to 
distinguish between imagination 

and fact.” . 
~““Third, adults frequently sug- 
gest lies to children by. insisting 
on being given information which 
the child does not consciously 
possess. 

“Fourth, children are prone to 
exaggerate. 

“Then come five other classil- 
eations of lies which imply more 
or less guilt, such as lies of rivalry 
and boasting. like the little girl 
who returned to school after an 
illness and wishing to impress her 
playmates, said: ‘My fever went 
ap so high it cracked the doctor’s 
thermometer.’ 

“Lies of self-interest are more 
serious, such as falsehoods to es- 
cape punishment. 

“Then, there are lies by special 
indulgence, so to speak. The child 
is taught that he must be truthful 
to parents and teacher, but outside 
these limitations he is a free lance 
in the realm of fancy, exaggera- 
tion or boasting. 

“Then there are the old-fash- 
ioned ‘white’ lies and ‘lies of 
kindheartedness where one would 
rather murder truth than hurt 
some one’s feelings. 

* “Lastly, there is the lisent lie. 
the mental reservation, ‘over-the- 
left.’ ‘fingers crossed.’ : 

“Many parents teach truth hy 
precept rather than by example, 
For instance, one parent asked a 
child. psychologist what he could 
do to stop his little girl’s lying. 
‘Well, what have you been doing? 
‘Not much so far. The other day 
she had told an awful whopper 
ind just then a blue darning needle 
bug flew by and I said: “Ifyou 
don’t stop lying one of these darn- 
ing needles will sting you some 
day so you'll die.”’”
